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THE BOARD'S PUBLICATIONS 


1. TYPES OF PUBLICATIONS 


The National Energy Board issues a 
number of publications on a regular 
basis. They are distributed to applicants, 
participants in public hearings, the 
energy industry, the press, the public, 
and government. These documents, 
which are described in the following 
sections, are available in both English 
and French, and, generally, are free of 
charge. 


a. Annual Reports 


Under section 91 of the National Energy 
Board Act, the Board is required to 
submit to the Minister of Energy, Mines 
and Resources by 31 March of each year 
a report on its activities in the preceding 
calendar year. The report is tabled in Par- 
liament by the Minister, usually within 
fifteen days of its receipt. Copies are 
then issued by the Board. 


The report provides a summary of , 


the Board's membership, organization, 
functions and responsibilities, standing 
panels and committees, and highlights 
regulatory and advisory activities during 
the year. The report discusses the public 
hearings conducted, the major decisions 
rendered, the changes in legislation that 
have occurred which affect the Board, 
and gives a review of events in and af- 
fecting the energy sector during the 
year, including exploration and develop- 
ment activities and estimates of oil and 
gas reserves. 

Appendices to the report provide 
statistical information relating to authori- 
zations granted by the Board. A list of 
the information that has been provided 
in this manner in recent years is included 
as Appendix 1 of this bulletin. 


b. Regulatory Agenda 


The Parliamentary Task Force on Regula- 
tory Reform, the Standing Joint Commit- 
tee on Regulations and other Statutory 
Instruments, the Law Reform 
Commission, and the Economic Council 
of Canada have all emphasized the 
value of early notice as a means of 
improving the regulatory process of 
government. The National Energy Board 
was the first government agency to 
issue a regulatory agenda. 

The primary purpose of the agenda 
is to provide the public with advance 


notice of forthcoming regulatory actions 


‘involving the Board. Specifically, the 


agenda lists recent and pending 
decisions, public hearings in process, 
and public hearings scheduled to com- 
mence in the coming months. Listings 
are provided of applications which have 
been filed with the Board but which are 
not yet scheduled for a public hearing 
and of applications anticipated to be 
filed which may lead to a public hearing 
within the next twelve months. Other 
activities of general interest are 
discussed, such as forthcoming changes 
in legislation and regulations being pro- 
posed by the Board or others that will 
affect the Board and the industries it 
regulates. 

The Regulatory Agenda is issued 
four times each year, during the months 
of March, June, September, and 
December, and is also published subse- 
quently in the Canada Gazette, Part I. 


c. Hearing Orders 


For each matter that is to be heard at a 
public hearing, the Board issues a two- 
part document called a hearing order. 
This document, which consists of the 
hearing order itself and the notice of 
hearing, includes instruction on how the 
hearing will be conducted, together 
with information on its timing and 
location. 

The order stipulates the manner 
and form of the Board’s publication re- 
quirements for giving notice of the 
hearing. In addition, the order specifies 
the procedures and deadlines for filing 
with the Board documents related to 
the proceedings such as interventions, 
submissions, written direct evidence, 
notices of motion, and_ information 
requests, and the requirements for serv- 
ing them on the parties participating in 
the proceedings. The subject matters to 
be discussed at the hearing, the se- 
quence and manner by which the Board 
intends to take evidence, and other in- 
structions applicable to the proceedings 
are included, either in the order or in 
documents which may be issued in con- 
junction with it, such as memoranda of 
guidance and procedural orders. 

The notice of hearing is a_ brief 
document published in various newspa- 
pers to notify the public of the hearing. 
Generally, it states the commencement 


date and location of the hearing, how to 
become a participant, and how further 
information may be obtained. 


d. Reasons for Decision and Inquiry 
Reports 


The Board issues written Reasons for De- 
cision on all applications heard at a 
public hearing. Such applications include 
the following: 


@ applications under Part Ill of the 
NEB Act for the construction and 
operation of major international or 
interprovincial oil and gas pipelines 
or major international or designated 
interprovincial power lines; 


@ applications under Part IV of the 
Act to fix the tolls and tariffs to be 
charged for the transportation of oil 
or natural gas by pipeline companies 
under the Board's jurisdiction; 


@ applications under Part VI of the 
Act for major exports of natural gas 
or electricity, imports of natural gas, 
or exports of oil; 


@ applications under section 29 of the 
Act by landowners directly or indi- 
rectly affected who oppose the 
detailed routing proposed for a 
pipeline or power line. 


The Board’s Reasons for Decision 
may describe or summarize the applica- 
tion or matter under consideration, the 
proceedings which took place, key 
issues and evidence, considerations that 
led the Board to the conclusions arrived 
at, and the decision. 

In addition, the Board from time to 
time conducts inquiries, either on its 
own initiative or at the request of the 
Minister of Energy, Mines and 
Resources, regarding particular aspects 
of the energy situation. After the conclu- 
sion of this type of hearing the Board 
issues a report similar in format to its 
Reasons for Decision. When an inquiry 
is initiated at the request of the Minister, 
the Board’s report is released to the 
general public at the discretion of the 
Minister. 

A list of the Reasons for Decision 
and reports that have been issued by 
the Board is available for viewing in the 
NEB Library or by contacting the Board’s 
Information Services at (613) 593-6936. 
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e. News Releases 


Throughout the year the Board issues a 
number of news releases to inform the 
public, through the media, of its 
activities. In particular, the Board issues 
news releases when an_ application 
requiring a public hearing is filed with 
the Board, when a hearing date has 
been established for an application or an 
inquiry matter, and when decisions are 
issued. 

The Board's news releases frequent- 
ly form the basis for broadcasts on radio 
and television and for publication in vari- 
Ous newspapers. They are issued to the 
Parliamentary Press Gallery, which _in- 
cludes all major newspaper and broad- 
cast organizations in Canada, as well as 
some abroad, and such media wire ser- 
vices as Dow Jones, Reuters, Canadian 
Press, Broadcast News, United Press, As- 
sociated Press, and the New York Times 
News Service. Copies of the news 
releases are also provided to other 
government departments and to parties 
on the Board's mailing lists. 

A list of the news releases issued 
during the present year is available for 
viewing in the NEB Library or by contact-

pi. Information Bulletins 


In recent years, matters relating to 


energy have become of increasing im- 


- portance and interest to the public. The 


‘-National Energy Board plays a vital role 


in the energy sector in terms of its 
regulatory and advisory responsibilities. 
As an additional means of conveying to 
the public information on its activities 
and procedures, the Board began in 
September 1983 issuing, on a periodic 
basis, a series of information bulletins. 

To date, the Board has issued the 
following information bulletins: 


Route Approval Procedures 
The Public Hearing Process 
Non-Hearing Procedures 
How to Intervene

In future issues, the Board intends 
to cover a wide spectrum of topics relat- 
ing to its activities. These will include its 
procedures and functions relating to 
export and import licensing; export 
pricing; pipeline construction, incidents, 
crossings of other pipelines and utilities, 
safety, and tolls; the NEB Library and the 
Hearing Registry. 


The bulletins are issued to the 
media, to parties on the Board’s mailing 
lists, and to parties who have indicated 
an interest in a proceeding before the 
Board. Further, the Board is in the pro- 
cess of making arrangements to have 
the bulletins placed in locations where 
they can be easily seen or obtained by 
the public. 


g. Special Reports 


From time to time special reports are 
prepared by Board staff and released to 
parties on the general mailing lists. Such 
recent reports include for example: 


@ the National Energy Board Staff 
Study on Pipeline Construction 
Costs 1975-1985 (June 1982). 


@ the Workshop on  Benefit-Cost 
Analysis in Energy Economics (June 
1983). 


Il. HOW NEB PUBLICATIONS 
ARE MADE AVAILABLE 


Copies of NEB publications are provided 
to the press, applicants and parties of 
record in proceedings, parties on the ap- 
propriate mailing list of the Board, federal 
and provincial government 
departments, and individuals on 
request. The services provided by the 
Board in making its publications available 
are the following: 


a. General Mailing Lists 


The Board has eight general mailing lists 
composed of companies under the 
Board’s jurisdiction and parties who 
have requested that they receive its 
publications on a regular basis. The 
latter group encompasses universities 
and libraries, financial, business, 
economic, and legal institutions, corpo- 
rations in varied industries, consulting 
firms, members of various levels of 
government, and members of the gener- 
al public. 


The following is a list of the docu- 
ments which are provided on each of 
the Board’s mailing lists: 


List No. 1: all documents issued by the 
Board which receive a general mailing. 
These include: the annual report, the 
regulatory agenda, hearing orders, Rea- 
sons for Decision, news releases, special 
reports, and information bulletins. 


List No. 2: the same documents as those 
on List 1 but excluding publications on 
electrical matters. 


List No. 3: electrical matters: Reasons for 
Decision, news releases, special reports, 
and hearing orders. 


List No. 4: the same documents as those 
on List 3 but for oil and gas matters only. 


List No. 5: the annual report only. 

List No. 6: news releases only. 

List No. 7: the Regulatory Agenda only. 
List No. 8: information bulletins only. 


Each year addressees are provided 
with a questionnaire asking them to con- 
firm their requirements for the 
publications. Any party who does not 
provide such confirmation is removed 
from the lists. 

There are three methods available 
for arranging to be placed on the 
Board’s mailing lists. They are: 


1. by writing to the Secretary, National 
Energy Board, 473 Albert Street, 
Ottawa, Canada, K1A OES. 


2. by telephoning the Board's Informa- 
tion Services at (613) 593-6936. 


3. by contacting the Secretariat Staff 
of the Board in Room 1032 of the 
Trebla Building at the above address 
or telephoning (613) 992-3972. 


Those wishing to be placed on one 
or more of these lists should specify the 
types of documents which they wish to 
receive. They should state their name, 
mailing address, postal code, and tele- 
phone number. 

Companies should indicate the po- 
sition to whom documents should be 
sent and whether more than one copy is 
required. 


b. How to Obtain a Specific Board 
Publication 


Those wishing to obtain a specific publi- 
cation should write to the Secretary or 
contact Board staff by one of the means 
described in the foregoing section. In 
making the request, they should attempt 
to be as specific as possible by naming 
the document and the company 
concerned, the year of issue, and the 
subject matter (e.g. the 1983 Reasons 
for Decision on the tolls of Trans 
Québec & Maritimes Pipeline Inc.). 
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In addition to providing a name, 
mailing address, postal code, and tele- 
phone number, parties making such re- 
quests should confirm that they will 
accept charges for photocopying ser- 
vices if applicable. Appendix 2 provides 
the Board's policy on photocopying ser- 
vices for the public. 


c. Out of Stock Publications 


Once a document has been released, 
the Board does not usually reprint it. 
Therefore, should a request be made for 
a publication more than five years old 
that is out of stock, a photocopy of it 
will be provided, but at a charge of 
25 cents per page if the document ex- 
ceeds 15 pages. The invoice and instruc- 
tions on how to pay for this service are 
“mailed shortly after the document has 
been provided. 


d. The NEB Library 


All the Board’s publications are available 
for viewing by the public through the 
services provided by the Board's Library. 
Moreover, applications to the Board, 


together with supporting 
documentation, transcripts of Board 
hearing proceedings, and a large 


number of technical, legal, economic, 
and business references related to 
energy matters are also available for 
' viewing. Photocopies of many of the 
documents contained in the Library, 
including Board publications, may be 
obtained. Further, an arrangement can 
be made through your local public or 
university library for the loan of certain 
documents kept in the NEB Library. 

The public is encouraged to visit 
the NEB Library, which is open from 8:00 
a.m. to 4:30 p.m., Monday to Friday. It is 
located in Room 962, 9th Floor, Trebla 
Building, 473 Albert Street, Ottawa. The 
Board plans to issue an information bul- 
letin describing the services and func- 
tions of the Library. 


e. Other Locations 


Publications by the Board may also be 
viewed at certain other locations. These 
include: 


1. The NEB Calgary Office 


In addition to its main offices in Ottawa, 
the Board has a small office in Calgary, 
Alberta where copies of certain applica- 


tions to the Board and transcripts of 
proceedings, and several Board publica- 
tions may be viewed. This office is open 


“to the public between 8:00 a.m. and 


4:30 p.m., Monday through Friday. It is 
situated in Suite 200, 4500 16th Avenue 
N.W.

2. Universities and Libraries 


The Board has on its general mailing lists 
several universities and libraries across 
Canada, portions of the United States, 
and overseas, to whom its publications 
are sent. The publications are available 
for viewing by the public at those insti- 
tutions listed in Appendix 3. 


HI.LIMITED OR SPECIAL 
DISTRIBUTION 
PUBLICATIONS 


a. Certificates, Licences and Orders 


There are three main classes of legal 
documents that the Board issues to 
implement its decisions: 


1. Certificates of Public Convenience and 
Necessity, which authorize the construc- 
tion and operation of major pipeline or 
power line facilities, under Part Ill of the 
NEB Act. This type of construction usual- 
ly refers to international or interprovin- 
cial pipeline facilities exceeding 40 kilo- 
metres in length and to international 
power lines of voltages exceeding 
50 kilovolts. 

Minor construction, which consists 
mainly of additions or modifications to 
existing facilities, is usually authorized 
by Board order under section 49 of the 
NEB Act without a public hearing. Infor- 
mation Bulletin No. 3 - ‘‘Non-Hearing 
Procedures” discusses more fully the 
various Categories of construction dealt 
with by the Board in this manner. 


2. Licences, which authorize major ex- 
ports or imports of oil or natural gas or 
the export of electricity. 

Minor exports or imports of energy, 
which do not require the holding of a 
public hearing, may be authorized by 
the Board in the form of an order or, in 
the case of oil, a licence. These types of 


exports and imports are described in In- 
formation Bulletin No.3—‘’Non-Hearing 


Procedures.” 


3. Orders, which authorize a wide variety 
of matters dealt with by the Board. Ap- 


pendix 4 provides a list of the main 
categories of orders, which also includes 
licences and certificates, that are issued 
most often by the Board. A complete 
list, which at present totals 72 
categories, may be viewed in the NEB 
Library. The letter codes shown are used 
as prefixes to the order numbers. 

Since its inception in November 
1959, the Board has granted a total of 
more than 37,000 certificates, licences, 
and orders. These documents, which 
with few exceptions are issued to an 
applicant, define in a precise and legally 
binding manner the nature of the au- 
thorization granted by the Board, and 
the terms and conditions under which 
the authorization will apply. 

Copies of certificates, licences and 
orders are sent to parties directly affect- 
ed by the authorization granted, but 
they are not usually sent out on the 
general mailing lists. These documents 
may be viewed upon request in the NEB 
Library, or copies may be obtained as de- 
scribed in Section II b. of this bulletin. 


b. Legislation 


Copies of legislation that is applicable to 
the Board may be obtained from the 
Government of Canada _ Publishing 
Centre or one of its designated agents. 
Appendix 5 contains a list of the major 
Acts and Regulations that affect the 
Board, their catalogue number, and 
price. Appendix 6 provides the addresses 
where they may be obtained or ordered. 

An information bulletin describing 
more fully the laws and regulations con- 
cerning the Board will be issued in the 
future. 

In addition, the Board has a special 
mailing list of parties to whom docu- 
ments are sent relating to the sections 
of the Energy Administration Act that 
the Board administers. This list is usually 
limited to parties who have a direct 
interest in the legislation. 


c. Transcripts 


Verbatim transcripts are made of all 
public proceedings conducted by the 
Board. Copies of the transcripts may be 
purchased from the Court Reporter or 
viewed in the NEB Library. Transcripts 
may not be reproduced, nor are copies 
available directly from the Board. Further 
information on how to obtain copies of 
transcripts is provided in paragraph 7 of 
Appendix 2. 
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d. Statistical Information 


Statistical information produced at the 
Board is intended primarily for its own 
use. Normally, requests for statistical in- 
formation on energy matters should be 
addressed to:

The Board does prepare a number 
of reports that summarize data reported 
by companies under its jurisdiction. 
Distribution of such reports is normally 
limited to companies which have sub- 
mitted information used in them. Ap- 
pendix 7 lists such reports that are availa- 
ble for viewing in the NEB Library. 

There are, however, reports that 
the Board issues to its general mailing 
lists which contain a number of statisti- 
cal references. They include the Annual 
Report, the Canadian Electrical Utilities - 
Analysis of Generation and Trends, and 
the Canadian energy supply and 
demand report. The latter report is usual- 
ly published after an inquiry conducted 


every few years, usually by public 
hearing. 


e. Speeches and Technical Papers 


Each year a number of speeches on 
energy topics and Board activities are 
delivered by the Chairman, other Board 
Members and staff. A list of current 
speech topics is published quarterly in 
the Regulatory Agenda. The written 
texts of the speeches may be viewed in 
the NEB Library or obtained by contact- 
ing the Board’s Information Services Sec- 
tion at (613) 593-6936. 


f. Special Mailing Lists for Public 
Hearings 


Special mailing lists, consisting of the Ap- 
plicant and parties of record who have 
expressed an interest in the 
proceedings, are prepared by the Board 
for each public hearing. Parties on these 
lists receive all documents applicable to 
that particular proceeding. 

Only those who formally intervene 
in a proceeding and are accepted by the 
Board as interested parties of record are 
included on this type of mailing list. The 
procedure to be followed for a particular 
proceeding is specified in the hearing 


order. The Board's intervention process 
is discussed in Information Bulletin No. 
4—‘'How to Intervene.” 

The special mailing lists are main- 
tained for a considerable time after the 
Board’s decision on the matter has been 
issued. This procedure is followed be- 
cause from time to time matters are con- 
sidered by the Board, on a non-hearing 
basis, which may relate to the original 
decision. In such cases, it is the usual 
practice of the Board to communicate 
these matters to the interested parties 
of record and to solicit their views 
before rendering a decision. 


IV. OTHER PUBLICATIONS ON 
ENERGY MATTERS 


The Board’s publications deal for the 
most part with energy matters that are 
within the scope of its regulatory and 
advisory functions and responsibilities. 
Its jurisdiction extends to oil, gas, and 
electricity, but excludes such forms of 
energy as coal and nuclear energy. The 
Department of Energy, Mines and 
Resources (telephone (613) 995-3065) 
publishes a number of pamphlets, 
brochures, books, and reports on energy 
policy and matters relating to a variety 
of energy forms.

Applications to the Board and _ supporting 
documentation, as well as any orders or decisions by 
the Board are either on view in the Library or can be 
made available for viewing in the Library. 


Copies of most Board publications, imcluding 
certificates, licences and orders, are available free of 
charge from the Secretariat, Room 1032. Documents 
more than five years old that are out-of-print will be 
subject to a reproduction cost of 25 cents per page if 
the total order exceeds 15 pages. 


Documents filed with the Board are public and may 
be copied. A convenience coin-operated photocopier 
is provided for this purpose in the Library. The self- 
service price is 15¢ per page. 


Photocopies of more than 50 pages may be ordered 
from the Library at 25¢ per page. These copies will be 
made in the Board's printing unit. As that unit has limit- 
ed facilities, it may take several days to photocopy 
large documents.
